ACTIVITIES CELEBRATE 
SESQUICENTENNIAL BIRTHDAY 


On Monday, September 30, all students and staff 
went for a steamboat ride on the Ohio River. This 
was part of the celebration of Transportation 
Month and the 150th birthday of KSB. 


At about 11:00 we boarded the RIVER QUEEN 
which is docked in Jeffersonville, Indiana, for a 
fun-filled, exciting cruise. After shoving off, Dr. 
Tom Owens, a professor from the University of 
Louisville, began telling us the history of the river 
and interesting things about the Indiana and 
Kentucky shores of the Ohio River. 


The RIVER QUEEN is a three-level boat. Two 
levels are indoors with tables and snack bar for 
drinks and snacks. The other floor, the very top of 
the boat, is open and you can stand up there and 
look around. You can even take your refreshments 
up there, sit around tables, and enjoy them in the 


nice calm atmosphere of the river. 


We saw the BELLE OF LOUISVILLE pass us and 
we turned around near the Louisville Fountain. We 
were very near the Falls of the Ohio at that point. 


The cruise ended about 1:00 and we headed 
back to KSB after enjoying a great ride up and 
down the northern border of Kentucky. 


As part of the 150th birthday celebrations, KSB 
students and staff observed Transportation Day on 
Tuesday, October 8. Students experienced different 
means of transporting people and goods. During 
this day, all students examined a semi- truck cab, 
traveled on a mini-bus to the Peterson-Dumesnil 
House in Crescent Hill for a horse and carriage 
ride, hiked around campus, rode a variety of bikes 
including two-seater tandem bikes, and skated on 
skateboards. The younger children rode wagons 
and Hot-Wheels. High and middle schoolers had 
the privilege of driving golf carts in the circle in 
front of Howser Hall. Students enjoyed a picnic 
lunch outside of the Food Service Center. 


On Monday, October 21, students and staff 
experienced another means of transportation--a 
train ride.

WHAT DID YOU GET OUT OF SPEAK UP?

On Tuesday, October 22, there was a workshop 
on assertiveness and organization presented to 
KSB and Jefferson County students. This 
workshop was very beneficial to me in a lot of 
different ways. 


When we first met, we all separated into groups. 
All of the high school students went into the 
library to hear Ms. Ruconich speak about 
assertiveness. I liked what all she said, that just 
because we are blind or visually impaired, we do 
not have to be passive. That made me think. I 
know that a lot of times I don’t stand up for what 
I believe in and I end up getting walked on. 


After listening to Ms. Ruconich, we separated 
into smaller groups of about twelve. First we went 
to an assertiveness clinic; we were given examples 
of situations and asked to respond with the 
assertive, aggressive, and passive responses. 


One situation was a girl who was in class and 
couldn’t see what her teacher was writing on the 
chalkboard. We were to give the girl’s three types 
of responses. Since this has happened to me at 
times, I thought of the passive and aggressive 


answers quickly. 


When we were finished with discussions and 
skits, we went to three different organizational 
workshops. The first one I went to was one on 
different notebooks and folders you can use for 
school or leisure. Most of the things shown I had 
already seen, but it gave me some new ideas. For 
instance, I might be more comfortable using a 
notebook that is bound at the top than at the side. 


Next I went to a session on organizing a desk 
drawer. This was a neat experience for me, 
because I got many new hints and ideas to keep 
my desk neat and organized. I learned how to use 
different boxes for paper clip holders, magazine 
holders, etc. I got the idea of using a silverware 
container to organize various small things. The 
new little invention that I liked the most was to 
take a manila envelope and cut the clip side out in 
the shape of a triangle. Then take the flap and 
tack it on the wall. This can be used as a clean 
paper holder. 


The last workshop was one about bags to carry 
different belongings in. It is amazing how many 
different bags are available--all sizes, styles, and 
colors. 


I really enjoyed myself Tuesday. All the 
teachers were great--very informative and fun.

DAYS 


As KSB celebrates its sesquicentennial (150th) 
year, THE KENTUCKY COLONEL will be 
interviewing alumni members for their memories 
of school days past. We are happy to share three 
interviews with Carole Jones, Adam Ruschival, 
and Dwayne Moore in this edition. 


Carole Jones 


NOTE: Mrs. Jones spoke on September 19 asa 
representative of the Alumni Association as KSB 
recognized the September theme of 'The Family." 


I first entered school on September 14, 1938, 
and it was quite an experience, leaving home at 
such an early age, knowing I would be away from 
my home and parents for nine months. At that 
time, roads were not good in many parts of the 
state and most of the students lived in rural areas. 
Too, most families didn’t own an automobile. So 
we came to school around Labor Day and stayed, 
throughout the holidays, until early June. 


You can imagine how excited we were when in 
May at a special "chapel call, we were told of the 
day and the arrangements for our return home. It 


was wonderful to once again be with our families 
for we received lots of special attention because 
we had been away for so long. But, along about 
the middle of August, we discovered that we had 
begun to want to see our school family once again. 


The definition of "family" is "parents and 
children and/or relatives." I know you'll pardon 
this little pun, but relatives can be "relative." For 
two-thirds of every year, from the time we reached 
school age, and throughout most of our teenage 
years, we played, ate, and attended classes every 
day together; growing nearly as close as a family. 


Now the second weekend in June is our family 
reunion, the Alumni Weekend. However, you know 
a family isn’t made up of older members only. As 
you graduate, become young adults, and separate 
to begin to make your own personal dreams 
happen, you will discover that you will wonder, 
from time to time, how certain friends are getting 
along. That’s when you will recognize how 
important our "family reunions/Alumni Weekends" 
are. For the Alumni Association is YOURS. We 
need YOUR energy. We need YOUR new ideas. 
Every June, with anticipation, we wonder how 
many former students will return. 


The Alumni cannot GROW without YOU. Nor, 
it cannot even GO without YOU. 


ADAM RUSCHIVAL 


Joyce Chesser interviewed Mr. Ruschival for 
this alumni article. Mr. Ruschival is_ the 
supervisor of the Kentucky Instructional Materials 
Resource Center (KIMRC) located on the KSB 
campus. 


Adam Ruschival attended school here at KSB 
from 1955 to his graduation in 1965. He attended 
kindergarten and a sightsaving class in the first 
grade at a public school. 


Adam said that when he was a KSB student, all 
the classes were housed in one building except 
gym, which was held in what is our Rec Building 
now. The classes were held in the old Costigan 
Building which was on the site of the Richie 
Building. This was a building with big halls, 
gigantic wide staircases, an auditorium, a big shop 
area, and a band room. If an assembly was being 
held, the boys were put on one side of the 
auditorium with the girls on the other. This 
happened until Adam was in high school. A lot of 
people were in band then. It was concert-type 
band with brass instruments including tubas, 
trumpets, trombones, etc. 


Today we have a public school program for 
visually impaired students, and then they did not. 


Finally, a big difference was that students 
residing here did not go home every weekend. The 
times they went home were Thanksgiving, 


Christmas, and Spring Break. They would go home 
for summer vacation at the end of the school year. 


The Costigan Building holds many memories 
for Adam. All classes were held there until 1964, 
when the school moved into the Scoggan Building 
(Classroom Building). The top two floors of the 
Costigan Building were condemned because they 
were in such bad shape. The wood was rotten with 
some rooms having no floors, just rafters. If 
someone were to step off accidentally, he could fall 
about twenty feet to the next floor. The ceilings 
were about twenty feet high and everything was 
made of wood, concrete, or brick. The walls of the 
building were a foot to eighteen inches thick. The 
building was large, massive with a peak of cupola 
at the top. Students against the rules went up 
inside the peak which was kept locked. This was 
also rotten. Adam says he was never lucky enough 
to go inside. Lots of the students who went up did 
it just to say they did. 


There was a boys’ side and girls’ side of the 
building. To change books, students would go to 
their side of the building and get them off the 
shelves instead of lockers as we have today. The 
restrooms were also on opposite sides of the 
building. This was so until the move to the 
Scoggan Building. The Costigan Building also had 
a big wide set of concrete steps leading to the main 
front door. To reach the door, you would climb a 
series of eight to ten steps. Then you would reach 


a flat area about eight feet wide. You would go up 
another set of steps, cross another flat area, then 
go up one more set. The flagpole that is out in 
front of the Food Service Building was also used 
then. It was then behind the Costigan Building. 
In front of the Costigan Building there were two 
large fire escapes which were in two cylinders. 
These fire escapes were sliding fire escapes so that 
if you went out the fire door to the escape, you 
would side on the slides and go around and around 
like a sliding board. At the time Adam was in 
school, they were not really used. Pigeons 
occupied them and they were also rusty. Students 
liked to play in them to show it could be done. 
There was also a dirt floor basement which was 
used for storage. There were lots of broken things, 
trash, and unused things stored there. This 
basement cellar could have been a great place in 
the case of a tornado because it was big and the 
walls were thick. 


Behind the Costigan Building lay a large 
black-top area which went from behind the 
building to the front of the old gym, now the Rec 
Center. This black-top area was used for walking 
or playing games. 


A routine school day at KSB started around 7:45 
or 8:00 with class periods of fifty minutes and ten 
minutes between each class. About four classes 
would meet before lunch which from forty-five to 
fifty minutes long. After lunch would come three 


more classes and then an activity period from 
3:00-5:00. This activity period mainly happened 
when Adam was in high school. Students could 
use this period for band practice, Girl Scouts, Boy 
Scouts, athletics, or whatever. Though this was not 
a class, students were required to be involved. 
Adam mostly took advantage of this time for 
wrestling practice or band. 


Track season was held in the spring, not the 
fall, and there was no track team for girls. The 
only two sports offered were track and wrestling. 
KSB had no swimming pool; therefore there was no 
swimming. As far as girls’ athletics, there was only 
cheerleading. 


Breakfast would be served around 7:00 A.M., 
lunch at 12:00 noon, and supper at 5:00 P.M. After 
supper came free time. During this time, students 
could watch television or do homework. Younger 
students went to bed at 8:00 P.M. and older 
students at 10:00. Adam was not a residential 
student, though he was a day student, Adam was 
required to stay after school for the activity 
period. | 


Some special memories for Adam were being 
involved in wrestling and winning the state 
tournament in his weight class as a senior. This 
was a special memory because the same guy had 
wrestled with Adam in the finals of the state 
tournament for three years. In the first year, 


Adam beat him; in the second, he beat Adam; but 
in year number three, Adam made a come-back 
and beat him by one point. This third year was 
Adam’s senior year and he beat his opponent with 
eleven seconds remaining in the match. 


Another fond memory was band. His teacher’s 
name was Mr. Otis Eads. Mr. Eads retired the 
first year Adam was in band, grade six. There was 
a very good band at that time with about 
twenty-six participants. There was always a 
concert at the end of the year which Adam 
enjoyed. He’s happy he got the opportunity to be 
in a band. 


Adam says the school is important to him 
because he got a good education as well as many 
important good friends in the various activities in 
which he participated. In college he used the 
school as a resource using others here after college 
for references for jobs. Adam has always Kept in 
touch with the school and been active with the 
alumni association. He’s proud to have been a 
graduate of the school. What means the most to 
Adam from the school are the people he has met, 
both as a student and alumni. 


DWAYNE MOORE 


Dwayne Moore, houseparent in Huntoon Down, 
shared his KSB memories with Johnny Saylor. 


Dwayne Moore attended KSB from 1972 until he 
graduated in 1982. He said that the school 
schedule was the same except they didn’t have the 
amount of free time we do now. They would get 
up, clean their rooms, go to breakfast, and get 
ready for school. Then after school, Dwayne said 
that they went straight to sports practice. After 
supper, instead of having study hour, they had a 
study hall and if you had homework, you would go 
to the library in the Classroom Building until you 
finished it. 


Dwayne’s special memories are of the people 
who worked here. Mr. Howard was one. Dwayne 
said that Mr. Howard was one of the staff who 
really cared about the students. Another was Mrs. 
Frye, the librarian who encouraged Dwayne’s 
reading. He also appreciated Mrs. Keith, the 
nurse. He said that she would get to know you and 
your medical history very well. 


When Dwayne came to KSB, it meant a lot to 
him. He would be able to graduate from high 
school, and if he had stayed in eastern Kentucky, 
he wouldn’t have received a good education then. 
Dwayne got to travel all over the United States, 
and at home, he wouldn’t have been able to do 
that. He also got an offer to go to college, and 
again, he wouldn’t have been offered that at home. 


In Dwayne’s years at KSB, he didn’t have mall 
trips, movie trips, or the good recreation facilities 


like we have now. Then the gym would be open 
occasionally for basketball or swimming. 


This is Dwayne Moore’s input on KSB during 
1972-1982.

Arkansas’s boys’ team won this meet with 278 
points. Illinois was second with 133 points. 
Missouri was third with 121 points. Ohio was 
fourth with 120 points. Tennessee was fifth with 
48 points. Wisconsin was sixth with 32 points. 
Kentucky was seventh with 31 points. Kansas was 
eighth with eighteen points. Ninth was Indiana 
with thirteen points. Tenth was Iowa with three 
points and eleventh was Minnesota with one point. 


The top point scorer in the NCASVH 
tournament for the Kentucky boys was Johnny 
Saylor scoring sixteen points. He placed second in 
the 1600 meter run, fourth in the 600 meter run, 
fifth in the high jump, sixth in the three 
consecutive jump, and sixth in the standing triple 
jump. Mike Cochran scored four points, placing 
fourth in the shot put. Kevin Smith scored seven 
points, placing fifth in the 60 meter dash, fifth in 
shot put, sixth in the running long jump and fifth 
in the running triple jump. Earl Hart scored four 
points, placing fourth in the high jump. Kenny 
Vormbrock, Brian Earley, David Hoskins and Chris 
Simmons also competed on the Wildcat team. 


Mrs. Stone was proud of the KSB girls’ 
performances and fifth place finish. Indiana’s girls 
took top place with 214 points with Arkansas 
placing second with 191 points. Tennessee 
was third with 107 points and Kansas 


captured fourth place with 67 points. Kentucky’s 
girls tallied 48 points in fifth place. Ohio was sixth 
with 46 points; lowa was seventh with 30 points, 
and Missouri was eighth with 28 points. Illinois 
scored seven points and Wisconsin scored six 
points. 


The top point scorer was Tabatha Barnes with 
fourteen points. She placed sixth in the standing 
triple jump, sixth in the 60 meter dash, third in the 
1600 meter run, fourth in the standing long jump, 
and fifth in the three consecutive jump. Jennifer 
Pearl scored eight points. She placed fifth in the 
600 meter run, fourth in the 1600 meter run and 
fifth in shot put. Paula Hester scored seven points, 
placing fifth in the 600 meter run, sixth in standing 
long jump and fourth in the 800 meter tandem 
with Mary Beth Davis. Mary also scored six points, 
placing fifth in the 1600 meter run and fourth in 
the 800 meter tandem. Glenda McCarty scored six 
points, placing third in the shot put. Margaret 
Mattingly scored one point, placing sixth in the 60 
meter dash. Joyce Chesser scored one point, 
placing sixth in the shotput. Traci Smith scored six 
points, placing third in the 1200 meter run. 


Both coaches expressed pride in the efforts and 
loyalty of the teams as the 1991 track season 
closed.

In many 
ways, it is similar to the Olympics, because there 
are opening ceremonies, a closing banquet, an 
awards assembly to recognize the athletes and to 
give out medals, ribbons, and trophies. 


Mr. Ron Gasco, the athletic director at the 
Indiana School for the Blind, was the master of 
ceremonies for the awards assembly. He 
recognized each athlete who participated in the 
NCASVH Tournament, but he especially wanted to 
put the spotlight on a specific event that he felt 
was a notable one. That event was the tandem run, 
a running event, in which someone from Class C 
division runs as sighted guide with someone from 
A division. In Mr. Gasco’s words, "The tandem run 
is a marriage between the sighted runner and the 
nonsighted runner." 


KSB had two tandem pairs in this event. Paula 
Hester and Mary Beth Davis ran for the girls, and 
Chris Simmons and Kenny Vormbrock ran for the 
boys. 


Overall, this season was enjoyed by all of the 
people who were involved. This will be a season 
remembered by the seniors, thought about by the 
others, and endured by the 
coaches.
